Superintendent B. H. Dunaway and 
Warden W. R. Proctor, of the state 
prison farm at Milledgeville, will be 


replaced in a general shakeup of the 
executive personnel of the institution 
effective January 1, it was learned 
Tuesday. Rollie Lawrence, at present 
deputy sheriff of Baldwin county, will 
become superintendent in place of 
Judge Dunaway. and Captain W. W. 
Beard, at present in charge of the 
tuberculosis hospital, will succeed 
Warden Proctor. 

Although it has not been definitely 
determined, it is expected that the 
state prison commission will “find a 
place” for Judge Dunaway at the new 
state prison farm in Tattnall county, 


where the new $1,500,000 prison soon 


will get under way. Warden Proctor, 
with the rating of a guard captain, 
will become head of the tuberculosis 
hospital. 

The prison commission would not 
confirm the changes, Chairman FE. L. 
Rainey asserting that a “formal an- 
nouncement would me made in a few 
days.” Governor Eugene Talmadge, 
however. said the board had officially 
to him that the changes 
would &o Into effect January 1. 

Commission Meets Soon. 

The comnaission will meet next week 
to elect county wardens for the coming 
year and it is presumed that formal 
announcement of the changes at Mill- 
edgeville will be held up until the re- 
mainder of the “elections” are an- 
nounced.

Repeated denials from Robert O. 
Lord, former presideut of the group, 
that such a course was followed were 
countered by Ferdinand Pecora, com- 
mittee counsel, with the introduction 
of letters sent heads of subsidiaries by 
Lord, “suggesting” the dividend rate 
to be declared. 

The letters said the purpose of the 
dividend was “to provide for the divi- 
dend requirement of the Guardian De- 
troit Union Group, Inc., on the basis 
of an annual disbursement of $3.20 a 
share. “The group was the 
holding company for various banking 
units, 

The first letter introduced was from 
Lord to John N, Stalkler, president 
of the Union Guardian Trust Com- 
pany, of Detroit, the financial diffi- 
culties of which were largely respon- 
sible for the Michigan banking holiday 
and subsequently the national bank 
holiday which ushered in the Roose- 
velt administration. 

Pecora~ exhibited Stalker's reply. 
protesting against the. rate suggested 
and saying it had not been earned. 

Losses Expected. 

“The company is setting up no re- 
serves,” Stalker added. “and we feel 
that is not as it should be. There is 
no doubt in my mind that the com- 
pany will suffer some losses.”

The Pacific northwest storm cut off 
several Oregon cities from Portland, 
and at Aberdeen and Hoquiam, Wash- 
ington, high waters flooded the busi- 
ness districts and 2,000 homes. Dan- 
gerous sanitary conditions resulted. 

Countless small craft was shattered 
on the coasts of the two states while 


two larger ships were disabled. Com- 
munication and power lines were flat- 
tened and traffic arteries were wash- 
ed by water and blocked by slides and 
fallen trees. 

From the Mississippi valley east- 
ward to the Atlantic seaboard and 
from the Great Lakes to the New 
England coast very little change was 
expected from yesterday’s rain and 
overcast skies.

Insull Will Seek Admission 
To Britain on Quitting Greece 


ATHENS, Greece, Dec. 19.—()— 
Samuel Insull was said by his ac- 
quaintances today to be planning to 
go to England when the expiration 
of his police permit on January 31 
forces the former midwest utilities 
— to leave his erstwhile refuge 
ere. 


British authorities in Athens, how- 
ever, said the 74-year-old former Chi- 
cagoan would not be granted a Brit- 
ish visa until instructions were re- 
ceived from London. 

In Toronto his brother, Martin J. 
Insull, won a_ delay in his fight 
against extradition to the United 
States when the hearing on an appeal 
was adjourned indefinitely. 

Both are wanted in .the United 
States to face charges in connection 
with the fall of the utilities structure 
they built in the American middle

Since he was told he. would have to 
leave Greece, Insull has been in bed 
most of the time. He was first in- 
formed that he would have to go on 
December 31, when his permit reg- 
ularly would have expired, but a 
month’s extension was granted him, 
He was advised then that his pass- 
port would be visaed to any country 
he chose but that document has been 
revoked and it was pointed out he 
would have to travel on temporary 
papers. 

Insull, however, was understood to- 
day to be negotiating in regard to the 
passport.

Death Claims Tibet’s Dalai ppc 


Revered as Reincarnation ot Buddha 


Lhasa, Tibet, Dec. 19.—(?)—The 
death of the Dalai Lama, the supreme 
religious ruler of Tibet who was re- 
garded throughout all Buddhist Asia 
as the reincarnation of a Buddha, 
who died several centuries ago, was 
announced today. 

He died Sunday at the age of 60, 
but wise men in this mysterious land 
believe that a lama does not cease 
to exist—he merely discards the “‘mor- 
tal envelope” and his spirit reappears 
in the person of an infant. 

The grand priest had supreme civil 
and religious power in the country, 
where the Dalai Lamas, or grand 
lamas, was worshipped as a virtual 
deity. 

Lhasa has been the lamas’ capital 
for centuries. It is a “forbidden city” 
and sti]l remains one of the most mys- 
terlous and remote cities on the globe. 

The late lama had an unusually ad- 
venturous career. He was trained from 
his earliest days for the high office in 
a remote monastery. He entered Lhasa 
as #o0n as he a tained his majority

INSULL RECEIVERSHIPS 
ARE BRANDED AS A FRAUD 


CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—{(#)—The In- 
sull receiverships were branded by 
Attorney Samuel Ettelson, in federal 
court today as a “fraud,” conceived 
and instituted by Samuel Insull Sr., 
to “cover his crookedness.” 


Federal Judge Evan A. Evans 
agreed with the attorney that Insull 
Utility Investments, Inc., was “hope- 
lessly ripe for receivership” 10 months 
before the actual fall. The court 
took under advisement, promising a | 
decision soon, Ettelson’s charges that 
the elder Insull and his bankers and 
creditors were guilty of collusion in 
picking their receivers and attorneys. 

Ettelson gained a hearing on his 
charges by moving to refuse fees to | 
Calvin Fentress, former co-receiver 
of Insull Utility Investments, and to 
Fentress’ attorneys. 

Evidence had been introduced that 
Insull planned the receiverships of his 
companies, picked the complaining 
creditors, chose an Insull attorney, 
George Cooke, as a receiver to act 
with Fentress, and finally was forced 
to resign as a receiver himself when 
evidence of corporate malpractice 
| turned up. 


FATE OF MARTIN INSULL__ 
IN HANDS OF JUSTICE 


TORONTO, Dec. 19.—()—A de- 
cision in the latest attempt of Martin 
J. Insull to evade trial in the United 
States on charges of embezzlement, 
grand larceny and theft by bailee 
rested tonight with Justice Charles 
Garrow. 

Justice Garrow took under advise- 
ment a defense motion for the formal 
discharge from custody of Insull, a 
former utilities operator in the Ameri- 
can middle west. If the motfon were 
granted it would end the 14-month 
fight by United States authorities to 
bring Insull to trial. 

If the motion is refused by Justice 
Garrow, it was indicated, Insull’s 
counsel may still appeal to the On- 
tario appellate division against the 
ruling of Justice A. C. Kingstone, who 
recently committed Insull for extra- 
dition.

When, in 1904, a British mission, 
which eventually opened the gates of 
the forbidden city to foreigners, ap- 
peared, the dalai lama fled, and for 
years was a wanderer in Mongolia,

He returned to his capital in 1909, 
but only for a few weeks. Then he 
fled again, this time from the Chinese, 
and took refuge in India, where he 
lived for three years. 

The Tibetans’ uprising in 1912 
drove out the Chinese, and the lama 
made a_ triumphant re-entry into 
Lhasa. From that time on he wielded 
extraordinary power, temporal and 
spiritual. 

Spiritually he was the head of the 
Buddhist priesthood which numbers 
at least a half million. 

An indication of his great civil 
|power was given a few months ago 
when three Britons, the Marquis of 
Clydesdale, Colonel L. V. Stewart 
Blacker, and Flight Lieutenant D. F. 
MeIntyre, had to “apply to him for per- 
' mission to make their daring flight | 
|over Mount Everest. 

The fliers gave the supreme lama 
the assurance that they would rise 
high enough over the “home of the 
gods” so that they would — disturb 
the dwelling place of the gods. 
| he late Dalai Lama defied tradi- 
tions two years ago and ordered an 
|automobile, in which his Chinese 
chauffeur drove him to many parts | 
of the area. Where the car could not | 
go, bands of coolies carried it. 

The prevailing religion of Lamaism | 
is a form of Buddhism. The Dalai | 
Lama is chosen by priests, and there | 
is no check on his power. | 

He is known as the “jewel of ma- | 
jesty’” and the “sovereign treasure,’ 
| but is guided in ordinary usages by | 
custom. The sect has many followers | 
in Mongolia and China. | 

Tibet is nominally a part of China, | 
but is under British overlordship. In |} 
1893 a treaty of commerce was signed | 
by Great Britain and Tibet, but the, 
snow-capped Himalayas are a bar to/| 
modernization.

He said every 
cancer begins as a small group of 
cells which, as a result of repeated in- 
jury and irritation, starts to moulti- 
ply independently or of the rest of the 
body tisssues. 

lf the abnormal cells are not re- | 
moved or checked in their growth, he 


said, ‘the distant organs become in- 
volved, thereby interferring with their 
normal function. Irradiations, due to 
their ability to destroy unidifferen- 
tiated cells, have been found useful 
in the treatment .of many types of 
malignant growth where the cells in- 
volved are radio-sensitive as is the 
case in basal-cell tumors of the skin 
and some bone tumors. 

Turner, who will report on his work 
before the American Society of Zoo- 
logists meeting with the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science in Boston, December 27-29, 
said many things are yet to be dis- 
covered in collection with cells. 

“It seems that the proper method 
of approach,” Turner said, “is to de- 
termine experimentally what factors 
in the cell or body fluids influence cell 
multiplication. Due to the complexity 
and inaccessibleness of human tis- 
sues, it is more feasible to attack first 
problems of cell behavior in the lower 
animals and later extend them to high- 
er forms. 

“Since the generalized cells of the 
segmented worms are large, undiffer- 
entiated and easily isolated from sur- 
rounding tissues, they provide suitable 
material for such studies. 

“What we now have to find out is 
what makes cells multiply, that is, 
what changes take place upon injury 
to bring about a different type of cell 
which multiplies. We need the answers 
to these questions before we have any 
real understanding of cancer tissues.”

LAKELAND, Ga., Dec. 19.—As I write there comes strong- 
ly over the balmy air the stirring strains of the oriental music 
from the tent where the Princesses Fifi and Zorelda are dancing 
the Egyptian desert dance. And a rather warm dance, if you 
ask me. 

Seated on the veranda of Ed Rivers’ fishing camp, on the 
very edge of the gigantic Banks lake, | can also hear the music 
from the merry-go-round, from the Georgia minstrels and the 
calliope that accompanies the sideshow. Through the moss- 
festooned cypress trees may be seen the slow revolutions of 
the Ferris wheel. 

From the lake, whose wide stretch of 10,000 acres of water 
has been reduced to a mere 500 acres, which is still a big lake, 
come whoops of the fishermen. There are more than a thou- 
sand men in that lake, wading with nets and gigs and baskets. 

It is the fishing festival which comes every 10 years 
to Lanier county. The lake is drained down until its 
eight miles of length and four miles of width are re- 
duced to 500 acres of shallow water. 

A pistol shot at 11 o’clock this morning sent the thousand 
or more men into the lake with their nets and sacks. It was 
a necessary procedure. The cypress lake was so filled with a 
fungus moss growth and the larger fish, stich as gars and the 
alligators, had gotten so large they had begun devouring the 
smaller fish. 

There were 10,000 people on the grounds when 
the pistol shot sounded. They were here from all of 
Georgia, and these lake drainings seem to be a great 
south Georgia custom. They have a fascination all 
their own. When any event can attract 10,000 people, 
it is news. 

Last night as we arrived at Ed Rivers’ fishing camp, the 
entire territory was lighted with camp fires where men were 
camping for the night in order to be on hand for the choice 
positions this morning. It was a red Mephistophelian sight. 


There are present a carnival with every imaginable 
show; hot dog concessions. Fish stands where fish 
brought from the lake are fried before they have really 
had time to realize they have been removed from their 
natural element and are on the way to the place where 
is located the soul of man. 

All this has been transported to the edge of the big Banks 
lake. A fishing festival is something else. It is really a festival. 


A PARADE OF BIG ONES. 

It ranks among the really bizarre sights, this one. There 
ire men, women and children here. There are city people and 
people from the piney woods. Women dressed in the latest 
fashions mingle with snuff-chewing women who held bedrag- 
gled-looking babies on one hip and stared at the sights. 

The sight of a thousand or more men wading into a lake 
and beginning to net fish and stuff them into sacks is some- 
thing to see. 

But when the big ones began to make their appear- 
ance the crowd got a real treat. I counted more than 
100 bass that weighed more than 10 pounds. 

It is comparatively early as this is written. The biggest 
catch one man had in less than an hour was 125 pounds. As 
fishermen made catches such as these and came out of the lake, 
they began auctioning them off to the bidders who immediate- 
ly surrounded them. The take 10 years ago when Banks lake 


At 1 o’clock some of the fishermen came out car- 

rying great strings of fish. As I write, the road, which 

is less than 20 yards from the camp, is constantly being 

traversed by men carrying huge strings of trout, bass, 

crappie and bream. 

They are carrying them away in trucks, in wagons, and, so 
help me, if one man wasn’t here with an ox cart. I am afraid 
his fish will spoil before those oxen get him home. 


A FEW OF THE SIGHTS. 
There was just one tragedy. At 10 o’clock this morning 
a young man from a neighboring county became charged with 
He was armed with a minnow net, which was 


something like arming one’s self with a popgun in the late war.

For some time the governor has 
made known his opposition to the 
scale of wages paid by the CWA. In 
fact he opposed the amounts given 
out to those on the relief rolls which 
were supplanted by the CWA pay roll, 
contending that if the jobless could 
get $2.40 a day and upward from 
the relief rolls or the CWA it would 
be*impossible for the farmers to ob- 
tain hands because with the present 
prices of farm products the farmers 
could not compete with the CWA for 
labor. 

In his article in the Statesman, 
the governor said “my main objec- 
tion is that it has made it impos- 
sible to hire any extra help here 
except at an unreasonable figure 
which it is impossible to pay under 
present conditions.”

In Georgia’s Fields and Streams 


By H. A. CARTER 


MARTEN. 
A correspondent in Wyoming re- 
cently sent me the skulls of three 


marten, and since they are such valn- 
able and interesting animals, but are 
not found in Georgia, I am taking 
the liberty-of stepping out of bounds 
to tell you something of these animals. 

With nothing but the skull to guide 
you. what facts could you deduce 
from it about the animal? First of 
all, you would examine the teeth. You 
will first be struck by the great de- 
velopment of the canines, or dogteeth. 
They are outstanding in several mean- 
ings of the word. Then you will find 
that the fourth upper premolar and 
the first lower molar present a rather 
unusual appearance. They are, in 
fact, carnassial teeth, and are used 
for cutting meat. Aha! Our ani- 
mal is first of all a carnivore. The 
proportionately large brain case and 
the fact that the nasal bones are 
pointed posteriorly and not broad- 
ened indicate that the animal is a 
placentate and not a marsupial, or 
in North America, a true carnivore 
and not an opossum. The mere num- 
ber of teeth, also, would prevent con- 
fusing the two animals. 

Count the teeth. In the upper jaw, 
| we find six incisors, two canines, 


eight premolars and two molars. In 
the lower jaw there are six incisors, 
two canines, eight premolars and four 
molars. Technically expressed this 
would take the following form: Denti- 
tion, 3-3, 1-1, 4-4, 1-2—38. Well! we 
now have a carnivorous placental 
mammal with 38 teeth. This imme- 
diately places it in the weasel fam- 
ily. The size of the skull indicates 
that it is a marten, since it is too 
small to be a wolverine or fisher. The 
sutures, or joints between the bones, 
indicate that the animal was adult. 
Knowing that it came from Wyom- 
ing, we can say that our skulls rep- 
resent the subspecies Martes caurina 
origenes. Too far to go on just a 
skull? Hardly. Far more difficult 
identifications can be and have been 
made on mere fragments of jaws. 

_ You see, zoology is rapidly becom- 
ing an accurate, if not exact, science, 
and the wonders of such things as 
identifications from bones are its com- 
monplaces. In the laboratory branckes 
of zoology, the more wonderful as- 
pects of this study of living things 
is much more manifest. But for all 
the study of vitamins, hormones, aud 
such things, I still prefer to work 
under the sky, and putter around 


with a box full of skulls and skins 
while I have to be in the house.

Europe, due to the lesser distances 
between countries and capitals, has 
gone much further in the way of in- 
ternational bridge matches than we 
on this side of the Atlantic. Here,

with CWA officials, with a view to 
speeding up the employment of paint- 
ers, sculptors, etchers, and other 
craftsmen for the embellishment of 
public buildings in Georgia and other 
states of the fifth region. 

Bcc rag his conference with offi- 
clals Mr. Kurtz said the program for 
the Atlanta district had not progressed 
to the point where it is possible to 
say how many artists will be employ- 
ed or the exact buildings that will be 
approved for treatment. Mr. Haverty, 
and his committee are now engaged 
In a survey of the situation and these 
details will not be worked out until 
a report is made. 

Generally speaking, 
federal buildings and other public 
owned structures will be eligible. 
These include buildings which are sup- 
ported wholly or in part by tax funds, 
such as state capitols, city halls, 
courthouses, public schools, hospitals, 
libraries, state administration build- 
ings and the like. 

The extent of operations in the At- 
lanta regional district will depend 
somewhat on the number of artists 
available for the work. Mr. Kurtz ex- 
plained that persons applying for po- 
sitions with the project must be bona 
fide artists capable of producing con- 
structive work and not merely persons 
who have taken a few lessons in some 
art course. 

Active prosecution of the work in 
Georgia will be carried on by Mr. 
Haverty and his committee, which will 
select the artists. All applications for 
employment will be considered by the 
committee directly. The central or- 
ganization in Washington will neither 
receive nor consider applications for 
se Ww 

Mr. Watson said that “top” pay of 
$42.50 a week would be paid Loan hen 
and that the bottom pay would be 
$26.50. He explained that approxi- 
mately 2,500 artists would be emplo-ed 
throughout the country but that the 
Haverty committee would have to de- 
cide how many would receive employ- 
ment in the fifth region. 

In addition to the 2,500 artists 
some 500 laborers will be employed 
in the country at $15 a week to con- 
— scaffolding for mural painters, 
ete. 

Harold L. Ickes, public works ad- 
ministrator, has allotted $1,130,000 to 
the CWA for the public works of art 
project, but until the various regional 
committees complete their survey of 
the public buildings upon which ar- 
tists will work, it will not be known 
how much of this fund will go to 
Georgia and other states in the fifth 
region. 

Mr, Watson, who is a recognized 
authority from New York, emphatical- 
ly denied that the public works of art 
project was in any sense a “relief 
drive.” He explained that no one ex- 
cept “working artists” would be em- 
ployed and that the quest for merit in 
this artistic project would be made 
with complete disregard for artistic 
partisanship, schools, or cliques. 

“Just because one who calls himself 
an artist lives in a garret and seeks 
to live on inspiration alone,” said 
Watson, “will be no qualification for 
a job with the public works art proj- 
ect. Artists seeking relief should go on 
relief rolls of their respective commu- 
nities just as any unfortunate citizen 
would do.”

Are Failure in Havana 


HAVANA, Dec, 19.—(/)—Efforts 
to stage a general strike failed today 
when nearly all Havana merchants 
kept at least one door of their shops 
open for business and transportation 
lines functioned normally. 

One civilian was killed and two 
were wounded by stray bullets dur- 
ing an intense but brief outbreak of 
shooting in midtown Havana this aft- 
ernoon. 

The gunplay apparently was be- 
tween snipers and soldiers who, with 
sailors, were patrolling the streets to 
prevent a recurrence of seven bomb 
explosions earlier today and _ last 
night. 

It was believed that the bombings 
and the shootings were an outgrowth 
of recent labor troubles precipitated 
by a decree requiring that 50 per 
cent of all employes be natives. This 
law has met vigorous opposition 
among the large Spanish population.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(?)— 
Describing political conditions in 
Louisiana as “intolerable” and “ma- 
chine-ridden”, Senator Connally, dem- 
ocrat, Texas, returned to the capi- 
tol today intent upon calling his 


committee soon to prepare a report 
to the senate. on the Overton elec- 
tion case. 

Connally headed the special cam- 
committee 
which recently took 3, pages of 
testimony from 223 witnesses during 
a three-week investigation in New 
Orleans of charges by former Sena- 
tor Broussard that last year’s nomi- 
nation and election of Senator John 
H. Overton was obtained through 
fraud and corruption. Senator Huey 
P. Long supported the Overton cause. 


The Texan said he would call his 
committee in a day or two to add to 
the previous record the evidence re- 
cently received at New Orleans and 
possibly to hear another witness or 
two. 

The committee has no more 
money. If further witnesses are heard 
it will be at their own expense. 

Connally was severe in his criti- 
cism of political conditions in both 
the state and in New Orleans, but 
indicated the committee could do 
nothing but condemn practices there 
since no formal contest against Over- 
ton has been filed. 

“My personal opinion is,” he said, 
“that the evidence disclosed a_ vi- 
cious system of employing dummy 
candidates as a device to secure con- 
trol of the election machinery. 

“I heartily condemn euch  prac- 
tices and the system of assessing 
state employes for campaign  pur- 
poses.”

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Bus Lines Far Exceed 
NRA Wage Increases 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 19.—(?)— 
Wage increases of about 30 per cent 
and an employment increase of more 
than 25 per cent were reported to 
NRA today by the motor bus code 
authority. 

The wage boosts, the authority said, 
was at the rate of $25,000,000 a year 
for the entire intercity bus service in- 
dustry. The figures were based on 
preliminary statistics. 

One company was reported to have 
voluntarily increased the compensation 
of its employes by $100,000 a year. 
Strict adherence to the code would 
have required only a $35,000 increase.
